Mrs. Monk was a principal wit- 
ness in the trial of a friend for kill- 
ing Captain Spratling of Camp Wheel- 
er in 1917. 

Starved for Drugs. 

Mrs. Monk was said by physicians 
to be suffering from lack of drugs 
at the time of her trial. Following 
couvietion and sentence, she asked to 
be taken to the natcotie#office for 
a few minutes. 

After reaching the narcotic office, 
inspectors stated they noticed her 
fumbling after something in ber purse. 
At first they thought she was get- 
ting ready to: inject a dose of drug. 

Suddenly one of her hands moved 
toward her mouth. Inspector C, E. 
Miller grasped her arm. With light- 
ning like speed she transferred the 
deadly dose to her other hand, thence 
to her mouth, and in a moment was 
lying on the floor unconscious. 

Trapped by Addict. 

Mrs. -Monk had been arraigned on a 
charge of having sold three grains of 
morphine gulphate to Mrs. Rose Tyre. 
The transaction is alleged to have 
taken place in a downtown drug store 
on October 28, 1921.

Robbed on Return Trip. 


The holdup occurred at 9:15 a. m. 
when the finance officer was !eav- 
ing the bank with the payroll and 
stepping into his automobile to re- 
turn to Langley field. According 
to witnesses, the bandits, whe wore 
army raincoats and hats, covered Cap- 
tain Cota and the guards with revol- 
vers. All were ordered into the au- 
tomobile, which was driven toward 
Newport News. 

Roy Crockett, of Hampton, one of 
the witnesses of the holdup, said he 
thought an army guard was merely 
arresting some military offenders. The 
man who covered Captain Cota, ac- 
cording to Crockett, said calmly: 
“Keep quiet or lll blow your head 
off.” 

Men Are Bound. 


The captain and the four who ac- 
companied hjfm were found nearly 
five hours after the holdup bound, 
gagged and tied to” trees near Big 
Bethel, beside their badly damuged 
automobile. Their captors, they said, 
had escaped with the money. 

Although Hampton is but ten min- 
utes by automobile from Langley 
field, no alarm was taken at the ab- 
sence of Captain Cota until noon, 
when civil officials were urged to as- 
sist in finding them. It was some 
time later that Captain Cota and 
his men were found. They were tak- 
en to Langley field, where they de- 
clared they were positive in their 
identification of the two corporals. 

It was said that on their flight 
the bandits stopped at a hardware 
store. While one stood guard the 
other bought rope with which to tie 
the prisoners. When last seen by 
Captain Cota the two bandits after 
the automobile had been run into 
a ditch, walked away through the 
woods.

ORDER RAIL 
SERVICE HAMPERED. 

Berlin. January 30.—The minister 
of railways today issted precise rega- 
lations’ to the German railway per- 
sonnel forbidding the transport of coa! 
or timber from the occhpied areas on 
the Rhine to Frange or Belgium. 

Co-operation. with French and Bel- 
gian railway. officials or the execu- 
tion of any orders, unless given by 
the German awhorities, also is for- 
bidden. 

The minister orders the employ- 
meng of ald “legitimate measures” to 
bring to a stahdstill‘ any trains ron 
by foreign crews on the lines under 
the control of the German staff. The 
regulations do not apply to the Brit- 
ish occupied zone. 

Forbids Salutes. 

The Prussian miniSter of the in- 
terior has forbidden policemen in the 
Rhenish Westphalian area from sa- 
luting officers or colors of foreign 
armies. : 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung 
states that more than 100 German of- 
ficials, with their families, have Been 
expelled front the left bank of the 
Rhine. 

Newspaper reports from Bochum 
say a German train guard was shot 
dead there by the French. 


DE GOUTTE 
ISSUES ULTIMATUM. 

Dusseldorf, January 30.—“Ger- 
many’s fate ‘is' in*her own hands. 
Nothing will make us deviate from the 
course which has been laid out for 
us. We wilh take whatever time and 
measures @ 2 necessary.” 

In these words, General De Goutte 
allied commander-in-chief in the occu- 
pied zone, today summarized the sit- 
uation in the Ruhr from the stand- 
point of the French and Belgians. 

“We came here with pacific infen- 
tions,’ he went on. “The German gov- 
ernment responded with every possible 
effort to provoke a general uprising 
among the population. . Modera- 
tion is not a sign of weakness. Our 
patience has reached its limit; re- 
sponsibility for the evils that miay 
strike their country lies with the 
German government.” 

When Franco-Belgian forces en- 
tered the district, he said, they 
promised to trouble the normal life of 
the inhabitants as little as possible

With only five weeks left of the 
present session and with the house 
having taken no action on either the 
Capper or Lenroot bills, it is consid- 
ered a gamble that both measures 
should receive favorable consideration 
in both houses. The Capper bill has 
already passed the senate, but first 
hearings before the house committee 
will not start before Wednesday. No 
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however, will its 


effort has been made to have the 
house start on the Lenroot bill. 

For this. reason it is doubtful 
whether the house will dispose of the 
Lenroot bill, following passage of the 
Capper measure, before the adjourn- 
ment of congress, unless great pres- 
sure were applied. 

Banking Interests Unfavorable. 

In addition to the opposition from 
progressives, manifested in the Brook- 
hart statement of today, the Lenroot 
bill is looked upon unfavorably by 
eastern banking interests, it is said. 

In brief, the Capper bill providés 
that private interests may organize 
live stock and agricultural loan cor- 
porations, with capital not less 
than $250,000, with the privilege of 
making loans on farm paper and that 
rediscount corporations, with capital 
of not less than $1,000,000, also may 
be organized to take over paper from 
the primary corporations. he sys- 
tem would unload into the federal re- 
serve banks, and would be under the 


supervision of the comptroller of the | 
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currency. Loans would be authorized 
for not more than nine months, if 
they Were secured by warehouse re- 
ceipts for non-perishable products or 
chattel mortgages, giving a first lien 
on live stock being fattened for 
market. 

Three-year loans could be made by 
primary corporations upon paper of 
owners of maturing and breeding live 
stock and dairy herds. 

The Lenroot-Anderson bill would 
provide a possible government invest- 
ment of $120,000,000 to furnish the 
foundation for a system of rural cred- 


Each of the twelve federal farm 
land banks would be empowered to 
create a farm credits department, 
with a capital of $5,000,000, all of 
which would be subscribed by the 
government through the secretary of 
the “treasury. 

With the approval of the federal 
farm loan board and the president, 
each bank might issue $5,000,009 ad- 
adtional capital, which the govern- 
ment would also subscribe. 

To Sell Debentures. 


Pach of the federal land banks 
also would be authorized to sell de- 
bentures to run not more than five 
years and in an amount not exceed- 
ing ten times the amount of the cap- 
ital and surplus of its farm credits 
department. This would mean a pos- 
sible issue of debentures from all 
twelve banks totaling $1,200,000,000. 
The debentures would be secured by 
cash or properly secured paper on 
which loans had been made.

Tutankhamen, who ruled 3600 
years ago, are about to be re- 
vealed. 

Lord Carnarvon, who has de- 
voted the last sixteen years to un- 
earthing the wonders of the an- 
cients here, arrived Monday to 
direct the opening of Tutankha- 
men’s tomb. 

It is anticipated that .Tutank- 
hamen’s body, and the splendors 
buried with it, will be found in a 
state of perfect preservation. 

Howard Carter, an American, 
has been assisting Lord Carnar- 
on and is given much of the 
credit for the exploration of the 
Tutankhamen tomb.

Luxor, Egypt, January 30.—I made 
a visit today to the workshop where 
practically all the relics found in 
Jutankhamen’s tomb have now been 
stored. The place is so crowded with 
artiques awaiting treatment and pack- 
ing that it is difficult to move about, 
and what an extraordinary and be- 
wildering collection of treasures it is. 
Against the walls stand thairs, a 
stool, caskets, boxes, embalmed food, 
two beds with modern-like spring mat- 
tresses, chariot wheels, vases, pots and 
so forth, in astonishing array, some 
are in packing cases, others still rest- 
ing on the wooden trays on which 
they were brought here from_ the 
tomb. 

The throne, I suppose, still holds its 
own as the most magnificent object 

e. col ction. 

The bouquets and flowers now to 
be seen at the workshop have been 
eo well treated with preservatives that 


to pieces, but the royal robes have 
proved a great difficulty. 

One of these robes is most aston- 
ishing. It is covered with little discs 
of gold foil sewn on to the material 
sx: that the whole thing must have 
sparkled in the sunlight in a dazzling 
manner. Then the : golden walking 
sticks and ceremonial staves with 


to be seen, now lying in cotton and 
wool, and nearby there is a leopard 
skin, with a head of pure gold. 

The Queen’s Glove. 

But perhaps the most interesting 
and human object of all is the little 
glove which must have belonged to a 
child. 

Tutankhamen had no children and 
therefore the gluve probably belonged 
to his queen, who was only about 
twelve or thirteen when they mar- 
ried. No doubt it was her hands that 
prepared her husband's burial and we 
may suppose that the little glove was 
a treasured keepsake placed by her 


Pin the tomb. 


The clans are gathering at Luxor. 
Every train deposits on the hot, dus- 
ty station platform dazed but eager 
special correspondents of the world’s 
press. The huge Winter Palace ho- 
tel is crowded and private steamers, 


moorings. It is an animated scene 


the ribald “Tutanks-Carter” or “Tut 
Carnarvon,” or most usually simply 
“old Tut.” 

The work of preservation and 
packing of the contents of the tomb 
f conducted under cool and com- 
fortable conditions, but Tutankham- 
en’s tomb itself is now very hot and 
stuffy. The electric light engine, 
installed in the valley of the Kings for 
lighting the show tombs, supplies the 
current, but this works only in the 
morning so that the excavating par- 
ty usually spend the morning in the 
tomb and the afternoon in the work- 


shop. 
The hope of seeing objects carried 


out of the tomb brings crowds of 
sightseers into the valley every morn- 
ing, but in the afternoons the place 
is deserted, except for the excavators 
and the ever-present police. Now, 
however, only two statues, two coach- 
es and the three chariot bodies are 
left, and work has been suspended at 
the moment. As the weather is ex- 
ceptionally het for this time of 


year I fancy that sightseers are 
mighty glad not to be impelled by 


their insatiable curiosity to make the 
one hour’s journey on donkey-back 
up to the valley each day. 

Facts About Tutankhamen. 
I constantly hear said, both by 
amateur archaeologists and by those 
actually connected with the discovery 


that very little is known of this pha- 
raoh’s history, but this is quite 
mistake. Considering the shortness 
of his reign our information about 
him is very considerable and I am 
sorry to say that it reveals a seem- 
ingly rather  vacillating character, 
though doubtless he was the victim of 
circumstances. 

During the thirteen years of 
Akhnaton’s reign at Tellelamarna 
to 1358 B. C.), while that 
strange, romantic figure was preach- 
ing there his monotheistic Antonwor- 
ship, Tutankhamen appears to have 
held the position of court chamber- 
lain, for to me there seems little 
doubt that he has to be identified 
with Tutu, or Duku, as the Asiatics 
called him, Akhnaton’s trusted cour- 
re is an m- 
scription extant in which Tutu writes 
of himself: “My voice was not loud 
nor my walk 
The king 
to teach me. 


& 


I have grown wealthy 
by the bounty of the king.” And 
he tells us that he was the supreme 
mouthpiece of the entire land. 

We find him, however, in close 
friendship with a certain Aziru, a 
traitoreus vassal prince, who, in a 
letter preserved among the famous 
Tellelamarna correspondence, 
him differentially “My Lord 
“My Father.” which suggests, by te 
way, that Tutankhamen was an elder- 
ly map. 

No sooner had Akhnaton died than 
Tutankhamen got rid of the succeed- 
ing king, Smenkbkara, and seized the 
j ton’s daughter

was soon induced by the priests of 
Amen to bring the court back to 
Thebes, and Tellelamarna was finally 
abandoned, in such a hurry that mod- 
ern excavators there have found the 
bodies of the kinz’s dogs left to starve 
fn the royal kennels, and oxen left 
ito die on the royal farm. 


| He had the decency, it seems. to 
|bring Akhnaton’s mummy back with 


‘him and buried him in the valley of 
ithe kings, where Mr. Davis and I 
‘found him some years ago. But after 
| that he played up to the Amen priest- 
|hood, Akhnaton’s bitterest enemies, 
| and celebrated his return to Thebes 
| by building a famous colonnade in 
ithe temple of Luxor—afterwards ap- 
| propriated by the Pharaoh Horem- 
heb, This colonnade is the most im- 
| posing part of the Luxor temple and 
; was at that time about the biggest 
| building of its kind in Egypt. 

| He decorated its walls with seenes 
‘showing the wild enthusiasm of the 


populace at his return and the first 
celebration of the great Amen festival. 
The modern visitor may still see 
representations of the people dan- 
cing, beating drums, and _. blowing 
trumpets, and,so forth in his honor— 
a facet oddly enough overlooked by 
most archaeologists. 
Old Gods RKe-established. 


During Akhnaton’s reign, and mo- 
notheistiec religion, the temples of 
Amen and the old gods were neglect- 
ed, but the new pbaraoh, who had 
now aggrandized his name into first, 
Tutankhaton, and _ then, ‘Lutans- 
hamen, re-established these and in the 
great inscription at Karnak tells us 
in vivid phrases how he did so. He 
says “The temples of the gods had 
come upon bad times. Their courts 
were a road for common feet. The 
land was overridden with plagues and 
the gods were neglected. It is was 
then that his majesty searched for 
what was useful for Amen, made his 
image in pure gold, raised monuments 
to other gods, filled their buildings 
with foreign slaves, and multiplied 
their estates.” - 


The tomb of Huy, his viceroy in 
Ethiopia, is now open to visitors at 
Thebes and is decorated with scenes 
showing the princes of earth doing 
homage and bringing tribute, but, 
curiously enough, sightseers seem to 
have overlooked this. 

Tutankhamen resigned at least six 
years, for the sixth year:is mentioned 
on a piece of linen we found in the 
valley of the kings, but to the end 
of his life he seems to have hovered 
uncertainly between the Amen and 
Aton religions. Among objects found 
in the tomb are references to both, 
while at Sakkarah we find him doing 
honors to the burial of the sacred 
Apis Bull. He paid, however, for 
| this vacillation, for a few years after 
‘his death his name was expunged 
‘from the official records and he

'bered had not time shown traces of 
| his name, under that of Horemhib~ 
surchbarged over it almost wherever 
it occurs—and had not his tomb it- 
self now been discovered. 


I wish I had space to give a more 


detailed story of the life of this vi- 
car-of-Bray-like character, who has 
come down to us, in Egyptian his- 
tory, as a pharaoh who denied the 
Monotheism instituted by Akhnaton 
and, in biblical history, as the pha- 
raoh who denied Jehovah—if I am 
right in supposing him to be the pha- 
raoh of the Oppression. In a few 
days now, perhaps the end of this 
week, excavations will pull down the 
sealed wall and disturb his long 
sleep and then, possibly, there will 
be more to tell about him and his in- 
consistent career.»

Mr. Napier, in. tracing the origin | 
and history of Georgia’s constitution, | 
showed how it had been a growth from | 
the great constitutional documents | 
of British history, beginning with 
Magna Charta, and including the im- 
mortal bill of rights aud habeas cor- 
pus acts. : 

He told how the first constitution 
of Georgia had been adopted in 1777, 
but how there had been_many changes 
made and new constitutions adopted 
until the final form was ratified in 
1877. + He also showed how this final 
form contains clauses which are tak- 
en, practically verbatim, from the 
original text of the Magna Charta. 

Following Mr. Napier, Superintend- 
ent of City Schools Willis A. Sutton 
spoke on “Good Citizenship.”

raising hogs and poultry. He expects | 
to have a hog sale about the middle 
of February and another some weeks 
later. There will also be a sale of 
chickens early in the spring, witn 
probably two or three cars to be sold 
from ‘the county. 

There is every indication that farm- 
ers are more encouraged for the out- 
come of this year’s operations and 
they are ready to put in a hard year’s 
work. The banks and business inter- 
ests of the county are actively behind

MURDERS RELATED 
AT NEW HEARING 


Ardmore, Okla., January 30—State- 
ments’ said to have been. made by 
Jeff Smith, of Healdton, that he was 
forced by masked men to accompany 
them on a night raid at the home 
of Joe Carroll in Wilson in Decem- 
ber, 1921, during which Carroll was 
slain and two alleged members of the 
band fatally wounded, were reiated 
in district court here today at Smith's 
trial on a charge of murder. 

The defendant is one of the eleven 
prominent Carter county citizens 
charged with killing Carroll. 

The statements attributed to Smith 
as to his participation in the expedi- 
tion were repeated on the stand by 
county officers who arrested him and 
investigated the case, and by the wid- 
ow of his brother, John Smith, of Wil- 
son, Who was mortally wounded in th 
attack. , 

The story of the raid was told by 
Carroll’s widow. Her 17-year-old 
son, .Walter Carroll, a brother, and 
Herman Hensley, who testified he 
was visiting the Carrolls when the 
masked men came, repeated much of 
Mrs. Carroll’s story. 

When court recessed tonight the 
prosecution had called all its wit- 
nesses with the exception of possibly 
one, whom County Attorney John L. 
Hodge said he might place on the 
stand tomorrow. 

A jury was completed this after- 
noon after more than a day and a 
half devoted to examination of pros- 
pective jurors, particularly by the 
state as to their attitude toward the 
Ku Klux Klan and other secret or- 
ganizations. 


Ten Students Helped 
At Emory University 
By Beck Loan Fund 


The Lewis H. Beck educational loan 
fund is going to have a marked in- 
fluence on the development of Geor- 
gia, was the statement Tuesday of 
Joseph A. McCord, one of the trustees, 
in announcing that ten Emory stu- 
dents aided by the fund have receiv- 
ed excellent rating for the first term 
during which they have been using the 
Beck fund money. Five of them are 
in the medieal school. 

In making his $50,000 gift to help 
educate Emory students, Mr. Beck, re- 
tired Atlanta merchant, specified that 
every applicant must be examined as 
to mental capacity and physical fit- 
ness. “Mr. Beck wants to help edu- 
cate men who can make themselves 
powers for good in Georgia,’ Mr. Mc- 
Cord stated. 

A similar fund of $50,000 estab- 
lished for the Tiniversity of Georgia 
by former Governor Joseph E. Brown 
in 1883 has grown from repayments 


and interest to $285,000 this year, 
Mr. McCord stated. “In 40 years 


we expect the Beck fund to equal that 
in growth and to be available to 50 
or 60 promising Georgia youths each 
year.” 

Only the interest on the money is 
loaned and students pay it back after 
graduation, The $50,000 has heen in- 
vested in approved bonds of Georgia 
counties and municipalities, paying 
$2,500 interest. 

A fund of 325,000 has been estab- 
lished by Mr. Beck for similar use 
at Georgia Tech.

William D. Ellis, 
Jr., and Palmer J. Smith.
